Owca was “a person of 
tremendous character and 
honesty” who helped bring the 
district through its worst 
financial in the 1980s, 
said Granite City School 
Superintendent Steve Balen 

Balen said Owea became 
finance director al the time 
the district was entering an 
extremely rocky period, which 
included closing several 
school buildings and major 
budget cuts. 

“He had to bring the news 
to the board that the district 
was $8 million in debt and 
couldn’t borrow any more 
from the bank,” Balen said 
“He was chief fiscal officer 
through probably its worst cri- 
sis.” 

Balen described Owca as 
“extremely frugal and conser- 
vative.” 

“We used to kid him that he 
acted like the school district's 
money was his own,” he said. 

Owca, 59, graduated from 
Southern Illinois University 
Carbondale in 1962 and 
received a master’s degree

The rezoning is light com- 
mercial, which will allow 
developers to build a proposed 
bank on the site. Any type of 
construction, however, must 
be approved by the Planning 
and Zoning Commission before 
being sent to the council for 
final approval 

The tract entails 5.51 acres, 
stretches 300 feet behind 
Maryville Road and is located 
between Irwin Chapel and Tri- 
City Assembly of God church.

Program provides needed health 
insurance to low-income families 


By Jay Hoffman 


No single issue is more 
important to the well being of 
our children than proper 
health care and adequate 
health insurance. Many work- 
ing families fall through the 
cracks because their employ- 
ers may not offer health insur- 
ance or the premiums are too 
expensive. In response the 
state has implemented a pro- 
gram called KidCare. I have 
written about the program in 
the past in an effort to help 
publicize the benefits. 

KidCare is a state-provided 
health insurance program 
designed to help families with 
limited income. The biggest 
problem with KidCare is that 
not enough people know about 
it. While the program has 
been in existence for more 
than a year, only 33,000 of the 
191,000 eligible children are 
currently enrolled 

Families with incomes up 
to 133 percent of the federal 
poverty level or $22,211 for a 
family of four are eligible for 
the program. A family of four 
earning up to $30,895 is eligible 
for benefits with some co-pay- 
ments or premiums required. 

This session the General 
Assembly passed several mea- 
sures designed to educate 
more families about the bene- 
fits of KidCare. House Bill 
1399 requires the Department 
of Public Aid to develop proce- 
dures to allow youth service 
agencies, employers, labor 
unions, local chambers of 
commerce and religious orga- 
nizations to assist in enrolling 
children in the KidCare pro- 
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gram. Another important 
measure, House Bill 1732, will 
allow community providers 
and schools to act as sites to 
enroll children. Both of these 
measures were recently 
signed into law. 

Pregnant women also quali- 
fy for KidCare. The impor- 
tance of prenatal care is well 
documented. Not only will pre- 
natal care avoid long-term 
health problems for both 
mother and child and save 
money - it’s the right thing to 
do_ That's why we have an 
obligation to help spread the 
word about this worthy pro- 
gram :

Grandma was the principal 
babysitter of my siblings and 
me. She was a strict discipli- 
narian and tolerated no fight- 
ing among us kids. When she 
and Grandpa needed to dis- 
cuss something they didn't 


want us to hear, they spoke in 
German. We kids pestered her 
to teach us German words so 
we could call each other 
names in a different language. 

When we became sick at 
school, the principal knew to 
call grandma. After we were 
older and could stay by our- 
selves, she'd call on us to 
check on us at the first rumble 
of thunder. When she got 
older, it was us who called and 
checked on her. 

Grandma loved kids. 
Occasionally I meet one of her 
former charges who would tell 
me how much fun it was to 
spend time with my grandma. 
Like me, they remember her 
being busy with work around 
the house, and also the cookie 
baking and other fun things 
she did. She taught them the 
same lesson she taught us; 
first we work and then we 
play.

This summer’s films also 
have had staying power. In 
summer 1998, movies on aver- 
age took in 27 percent of their 
total gross in the opening 
weekend, said Wayne 
Lewellen, distribution presi- 
dent for Paramount. This sum- 
mer, that average was down to 
24 percent, indicating films are 
lasting longer in theaters. 

The year started slowly, 
with movie revenues last win- 
ter down compared to the pre- 
vious year, when “Titanic” was 
sinking records at the box 
office.

“It was so competitive that 
no matter how good you were, 
you got knocked out the next 
weekend by another movie,” 
said Paul Dergarabedian, 
president of Exhibitor 
Relations Co, Inc., which 
tracks movie attendance. 

“Phantom Menace” was fol- 
lowed by New Line’s “‘Austin 
Powers: The Spy Who Shagged 
Me.” The Mike Myers spy 
spoof has grossed about $205 
million. 

The string of high-grossing 
wonders also included 
“Tarzan,” “Big Daddy,” “Wild, 
Wild West,” “The General’s 


Daughter” and “Runaway 
Bride,” Roberts’ second come- 
dy of the summer to top $100 
million. 

‘The usual late-summer dol- 
drums, when movie atten- 
dance usually trails off, never 
materialized, largely because 
of “Sixth Sense” and the sur- 
prise hit “The Blair Witch 
Project.” 

The low-budget “Blair 
Witch” is on track to gross 
about $140 million. “Sixth 
Sense,” about a boy who com- 
municates with the dead, has 
been No. 1 the last four week- 
ends and should finish well 
above $200 million. The bawdy 
teen comedy “American Pie” 
also topped the box office in 
July and should pass $100 mil- 
lion this fall, making it the 
12th summer film to hit that 
mark.. There’s still a solid 
slate of films for fall and the 
holidays, and 1999 could break 
the full-year record of $6.95 bil- 
lion set last year. 

“Let the fall begin,” said

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' New fall films continue a trend 


Stronger female roles move to even out the male-comination of years past

Susan Sarandon is a flaky 

mom on the road, while Jodie 

“Foster gets to know the king. 
Emily Watson pines in pover- 
ty, while Melanie Griffith goes 
loopy in the Deep South. A sui- 
cidal Winona Ryder gets 
shipped to the asylum, while 
Angelina Jolie plays detective 
for a paralyzed male cop. 

The fall film season is at 
hand, and it promises an inter- 
esting crop of strong, eccentric 
female roles that range far 
beyond the Hollywood stan- 
dard of women as “the girl- 
friend” or looking to land a 
man. But it’s not necessarily a 
“to-die-for” season for women 
on-screen. 

Rather, it’s a continuation 
of a gradual move toward 
more films that present 
women as real, full-blown peo- 
‘ple, as opposed to eye candy 

Hor male leads. 

“Things have changed for 
the positive,” said Diane 
Keaton, who directs and co- 
stars with Meg Ryan, Walter 
Matthau and Lisa Kudrowin 
“Hanging Up.” 

“More women are out there 
in every aspect of film-mak- 
ing, and because of that 
there’s more opportunities for 
female roles to be more com- 
plicated and more independ- 
ently represented, meaning not 
attached to|a male.” 

Others are skeptical. Films 
featuring exceptional women’s 
roles remain a much tougher 
pitch, said Audrey Wells, who 
wrote the female buddy movie 
“The Truth About Cats and 
Dogs,” starring Janeane 
/Garofalo and Uma Thurman. 

* Wells makes her directing 

-debut this fall with 
“Guinevere,” starring Sarah 
Polley as a young woman 
involved with an older man, 

Played by Stephen Rea. 

“T think it’s definitely been 
proven that movies from a 
female perspective can be suc- 
cessful and ultimately very 
profitable,” Wells said. 

“It used to be if there were 
10 pieces of the pie, men got 
all 10,” Wells said. “Now, 
women get maybe'two pieces 

of the pie, but they have to

compete with each other over 
those two pieces. I think that 
pie allotment is a fixed thing.” 
The slate of roughly 150 
films due out before year’s end 
remains dominated by male 
leads. And men star in most of 
the likely blockbuster candi- 
dates. Among this season’s 
higher-profile movies: Pierce 
Brosnan back as James Bond 
in “The World Is Not Enough”;

“The Bone Collector,” with 
Jolie as the investigative eyes 
and ears for bed-ridden cop 
Denzel Washington; “Anna and 
the King,” with Foster as the 
“King and I” governess hired 
by the ruler of Siam to teach 
his 58 children; “Crazy in 
Alabama,” where Griffith 
escapes an abusive husband 
and flees the South for 
Hollywood in the 1960s; 
“Anywhere But Here,” starring © 
Sarandon as an over-the-top- 
mother who moves to Beverly 
Hills intent on foisting her 
vision of a better life on her 
teenage daughter, played by 
Natalie Portman. 

“Angela’s Ashes,” the adap-

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impoverished Irish children, 
will hit the screen. 

“She wasn’t a particularly 
heroic person, but she had a 
very strong humanity,” 
Watson said. “It’s quite differ- 
ent from the other roles I’ve 
had where the women had 
fiery or very expressed emo- 
tions.” 

The English actress, who 
electrified audiences as cellist 
Jacqueline du Pre in last 
year’s “Hilary and Jackie,” 
said she had been working in 
films almost nonstop for four 
years “playing these fantasti- 
cally interesting female roles.” 

“Whether that’s luck, I 
don’t know. I feel incredibly 
lucky to be making films, peri- 
od. I haven’t quite gotten over 
that yet,” she said, 

Sarandon is no stranger to 
such roles. In “Thelma and 
Louise,” she was half of the 
female road buddy team that 
went on a violent spree. In 
“Bull Durham,” she played a 
woman who had a large sexual 
appetite and wasn’t punished 
for them. 

She said, “It’s certainly 
healthy if there are more com- 
plicated, interesting and less- 
cliched parts out there for 
women.” 

The non-cliche category this 
fall includes Meryl Streep 
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teaching violin to East Harlem 
youths in “Music of the 
Heart;” Milla Jovovich as ~ 
Joan of Arc in director Luc 
Besson’s “The Messenger ;” 
Ashley Judd playing a woman 
wrongly imprisoned for her 
husband’s murder in “Double 
Jeopardy;” Patricia Arquette 
in the supernatural thriller 
“Stigmata,” about a hairdress- 
er who manifests the wounds 
of Christ; Laura Dern as a 
woman who helps defend an 
uncle accused of attempted 
murder in “Daddy and Them;” 
Elisabeth Shue as a simple- 
minded waif who saves lob- 
sters from restaurants in 
“Molly.” 

Anjelica Huston directs and 
Stars in “Agnes Browne,” the 
story of an Irish widow raising 
seven children; Claire Danes
